Yesterday Charles J. Guitaau paid 


the penalty of a fiendish crime com- 
mitted almost a year ago. He kad a fair 
trial and everything that oauld be dene 
for him. The pie* of iuaanitv wai used 
tor all it was worth. We nerer thought 
him insane, but attributed the act and 
hit conduct since as due to an inordi- 
nate desire for notoriety—he wanted to 
be talked about and delighted to be 
heard. Hence he studied up new »md 
aensational means of attracting »tten- 
tion. Unfortunately for thii great na- 
tion he chose the dastardly act of kill- 
»»f eur belored President as the aurett 
means of gaining that *ot»riety he 
•rayed. But the hanging of Ouiteau is 
no satisfaction. It dots not return to 
us the martyr, nor does it free the 
•nadg of the people at all. 
Justice is 


not satisfied. The great crime is not 
atoned—far from it. To take a thou- 
sand such Urea as Guiteau's would not 
make as feel any|easier. We hare sim- 
ply the thought that it was all the 
-wretch had to gite. There will now h» 
» rest from his tarings, and we hope we 
•hare heard the last of the ScoTillea and 
and tha rest of them. The asiaiiin is 
•dead. Let us hope that it will be many 
a day before we will have another 
Gnitean. 


UCITKAU'B DEATH. 


The telegraph yeiteiday gave a very 


lengthy account of the preparation! for 
the execution, but said nothing about 
the hanging beyond the mere fact itself. 
The news sent is substantially this: That 
Quitean spent his last right -rery quiet- 
ly and showed no fear of his execution. 
He made hit will, giving his books and 
papers to Dr. Hicks. He was visited 
by his brother and sister and bid them 
goed by. They are to hare his body. 
He kid hii lawyer, Keed, good by. and 
thanked him heartily for all he had 
done for him. He took a bath and ate 
heartily just before taken from his cell. 
Mrs. Sooville made quite a scene trying 
to get in and witness the hanging, bnt 
was prevented. Guiteau was hanged at 
12:45. His neck was broken by the fall 
and not a movement of his body o 
limbs was detected. Death ensued in 
stantly. Eis brains will be taken out 
and examined.

WHAT'S THE MATTER, WOW? 


Judge Rising evidently does not 


like the way things are going in Storey 
Bounty. Up there they have a full set
